The National Dairy Council 


HE annual report of the activities of the National 

Dairy Council, appearing elsewhere in this issue, is 

worthy of very careful study and analysis. To us, 
it is a very encouraging document. It shows that the 
Council is operating along strong, conservative, con- 
structive lines. It is securing maximum results from the 
amount of money available for its use. It is, of course, 
difficult to set down in black and white a comprehensive 
total of the value of the work of the Dairy Council pe 
cause so much of it is educational work that is reflected 
in a changed attitude of mind on the part of the public 
toward the dairy industry and toward milk and dairy pro- 
ducts. However, it can be stated that during the past 
year the Dairy Council has distributed over four million 
pieces of literature; it is cooperating with more than forty 
thousand school teachers, nurses and other educational 
agencies to get the story of milk and dairy products home 
in the minds of the people who need the information. The 
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Council has cooperated actively in i 
and dairy products tnionions te core A milk 
cities including Philadelphia, Cleveland Minnea ee 
Paul and others nearly as large. Represent ae St. 
Dairy Council have addressed over 1500 =e of the 
the past year and under their direct supervision during 
spiration the “Milk Fairies” play has been sta. On and in. 
one thousand schools. As a part of the tangible coped 
the work of the Council, we may quote statistics oan 
that during the past year over one hundred millio or

There appears to have been nothing spent by the 
Council for newspaper advertising during the past Bh. 
The various items of income for the Council are also in 
teresting showing a little over $50,000 from the sale of 
educational literature, nearly $33,000 from the dain 1 
machinery supply dealers, $18,400 from the merrvid 
manufacturers and only $7,500 from the milk producers— 
the basic factor in the whole situation and the class perha 8 
most vitally interested in the success of the work which the 
Council is doing. Here, it seems to us, is the weakness in 
the whole proposition. If the dairy industry, the actual 
producers of milk, would get behind the work of the Council 
with their financial support and allow even a small fraction 
of a cent a hundred pounds for the milk they sell to go into 
the treasury of the Dairy Council for use in their publicity 
and educational work, results would be apparant within 
twelve months that would dwarf the present splendid 
showing by comparison. The line of work the Council 
is now concentrating upon undoubtedly is best adapted 
and gets the greatest amount of tangible results from the 
budget which is at their disposal. But if that good work 
through the schools and other local organizations could 
be supplemented by an aggressive campaign of newspaper 
publicity and advertising, the effects would be reflected in a 
healthier tone to the whole dairy marketing proposition 
and a more prosperous dairy industry. The management 
of the Dairy Council is in good hands; they are doing 
wonderful work with what they have to do with and it is 
up to the dairy industry to provide them with the sinews 
of war to get results that will be truly commensurate with 
the size of the industry and of the public they are serving. 


The President Is With Us 


N HIS message to the Congress, President Harding 
| reiterates the administration’s strong endorsement of 

the co-operative market program which has _ been 
vitalized and developed by the American Farm Bureau 
Federation. The president said: 

“It is rather shocking to be told, and to have the 
statement strongly supported, that 9,000,000 bales of 
cotton, raised on American plantations in a given year, 
will actually be worth more to the producers than 13,000,000 
bales would have been. Equally shocking is the statement 
that 700,000,000 bushels of wheat. raised by American 
farmers, would bring them more money than 1,000,000,000 
bushels. Yet these are not exaggerated statements. In 
a world where there are tens of millions who need food 
and clothing, which they cannot get, such a condition is 
sure to indict the social system which makes it possible. 


“In the main the remedy lies in distribution and market- 
ing. Every proper encouragement should be given to the 
co-operative marketing programmes. These have provel 
very helpful to the co-operative communities in Europe. In 
Russia the co-operative community has become & 
recognized bulwark of law and order, and saved individ 
ualism from engulfment in social paralysis. Ultimately they 
will be accredited with the salvation of the Russian state 

“There is the appeal for this experiment. Why not try 
it? No one challenges the right of the farmer to a large 
share of the consumer’s pay for his product, no one cad 
dispute that we cannot live without the farmer. He is 
justified in rebelling against the transportation

NE of the largest and most successful breeders told us 
O the other day he had just culled out thirty head from 
the bottom of his herd and sold them without their 
There is really quite a lesson in this incident and 
a lesson that is all the more striking because so many of 
r breeders go on the theory that if an animal is 
registered, regardless of her merits or quality, her mission 
“ life is to reproduce herself as a breeding animal. This 
is a fallacious and mistaken idea and if our breeders could 
rid themselves of it they would be dollars ahead 
gnancially and the breed would be the gainer in every 
yay, The dumping of inferior animals on the market as 
preeding stock either at public or private sale depresse 
the whole market and usually discourages the man whe 
invests in that kind of stock. We should try to be honest 
with ourselves. Many times it is hard for us to see the 
faults in our own animals but the man who can see only 
good in his own stock is never going to get very far asa 
breeder. When our breeders, as a class, get educated up 
to the point where they will use the knife on every bull 
calf from an off-type or otherwise undesirable dam and 
will sell for beef every cow that is a discredit to the 
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breed, instead of trying to peddle her out for any price they 
can get to other breeders, we shall have laid the foundation 
for real progress in raising the standard of quality of uw 
breed.

E ARE in receipt of a very attractive booklet put 
W out by the Oxford Holstein Breeders’ Club repre- 

senting one of the great dairy counties of Ontario, 
Canada. This booklet of thirty-six pages is very attrac- 
tively arranged and printed, setting forth the achieve. 
ments of Oxford County Holsteins in long and short time 
test, in the show ring and what they have done when 
sold into other localities. A really impressive showing 
is made, no less than twenty cows being listed with rec- 
ords of 30 to 51.98 lbs. in 7 days and sixteen with long 
time records above 20,000 lbs. milk, eleven of these pro- 
ducing from 1,000 to 1240 lbs. butter. The booklet con- 
tains the advertising announcements of many of the good 
breeders of the county and lists the entire membership 
with a map showing the exact location of each farm.

The campaign is financed equally by the producers 
and the dealers, each contributing 1c per 100 Ibs. on all 
milk sold or purchased. The campaign is conducted as 
all other campaigns, purely as a health measure, through 


the schools. women’s clubs, and other organizations. The 
campaign is a continuous campaign. 
Next came a very instructive talk by Dr. C. W. 


Larson, chief of the Dairy Division at Washington, D. C. 
Dr. Larson illustrated by graphic chart the trend of the 
dairy industry, and stated that the American nation should 
consume much larger quantities of dairy products than are 
now consumed. The United States ranks way down the 
list among nations in the consumption of dairy products. 
Dr. Larson commented very highly on the work of the 
National Dairy Council. stating that the secretary would 
have been unable to make a statement that 100,000,000 
more pounds of butter were manufactured during the first 
ten months of 1921 than in the corresponding period of 
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1920, with less in storage now than a year ago, without the 
National Dairy Council having done some wonderful work. 

Following Dr. Larson came Dr. E. V. McCollum, who 
gave a powerful talk on the need of using more dairy pro- 
ducts in the diet. Dr. McCollum is recognized as the fore- 
most authority on nutrition in the world today. He out- 
lined very clearly and emphatically the present status of 
nutrition; also how earlier people lived and their daily 
diets. Dr. McCollum pointed out very plainly that if 
the American nation expected to maintain its high standard 
of mentality and physical development that it is very 
necessary that we, as a nation, consume more dairy pro- 
ducts and leafy vegetables. At the close of Dr. McCollum’s 
talk the large attendance present gave him a rising vote of 


thanks. President Munn referred to him as the “keystone” - 


of the dairy industry.

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New Jersey Holstein Notes | 


By J. W. BARTLETT, State Secretary 








HE dairy business is surely on 

i the move in New Jersey. One 
county reports that 2000 cows 

have been imported within the past 
two months. Another county reports 
the sale of 20 carloads by one dealer 
since July 1. One state institution re 
cently purchased 105 head from out- 
side the state. These, however, wer: 
mostly grades. Annual reports from 
Club Leaders and The Dairy Special- 
ists have just been written. Burling 
ton County employed a Club Agent 
in May 1921. Since that time. 40 pure 
breds have been placed on farms in 
that county through his efforts. Mr. 
Stanley Roberts, Dairy Specialist fo. 
Northern New Jersey, has assisted in 
the purchase of nearly 50 pure bred 
Holsteins in his territory. It is a 
low estimate that 250 pure bred Hol- 
steins have been placed on as many 
farms in this state during the past 
year through various extension activ- 
ities in co-operation with the State 


Association. There were 127 calves 
raised by calf clubs, 119 were Heol- 
steins. 


At this time of the year, farmers 
making milk in the Interstate Pro- 
ducers territory are endeavoring to 
produce a basic quantity for the fol- 
lowing months; however, we believe 
cattle are selling for a good figure all 
over the state. In our last notes we 
published a story about Alfred Bowu. 
of Pemberton, N. J. Mr. Bowne re- 
cently sold all his grades at public 
auction. 51 head averaged $176 per 
head. Among the number were 16 
head under two years of age. 

The annual meeting of the Associ- 
ation will be held January 12th, dur- 
ing Farmers’ Week. We are making 
plans for a grand get-together of all 
Holstein Breeders in the state at that 
time. There will be two addresses 
that will be of interest to every breed- 
er. Prof. R. E. Hunt of the Virginia 
Polytechnic Institute will give a sum- 
mary of his research work in Holstein 
Breeding. J. M. Kelley of Harrington 
Park, N. J., and Baraboo, Wisconsin, 
will talk to us on Publicity for The 
Holstein Cow Mr. Kelley is a new- 
comer to this state, having recently 
purchased a small farm in Bergen 
County. We also plan to have several 
head of Holsteins in the Armory. 
Each animal will show some lesson 
in pure bred breeding. On the eve- 
ning of the 12th, there will be an all- 
breeds banquet and we hope every 
Holstein man will be present. 

The next big event following our 
annual meeting will be our state sale 
on March 25th. We had a successful 
sale last year but this year New 


Jersey is going to show the public 
some of her very best. The Secre- 
tary has seen at least 30 of those that 
are going into the sale ring. They 
are real individuals. The committee 
will make the selection during this 
month. 

Our first year’s work with a paid 
membership is about over. New Je: 
sey has now 400 members ‘in her Hol- 
stein organization, while’ we have 
made over 500 farm visits, not ovei 
one half the members have been 
visited. We are firmly convinced tha. 
in New Jersey, sales are not the real 
factors to be considered in building 
up a strong state organization. We 
believe that the state association 
should be constructed around local 
clubs. Our experience in one year’s 
time teaches us that the state organi- 
zation will be no stronger than its 
local clubs. The interest in better 
Holsteins must start back in the 
communities and those communitie. 
must make up a local club. It 
also essential that that club have a 
program of educational meetings and 
a program of activities. Mercer 
County has been an illustration of a 
successful club and the members of 
that club are active in the state as- 
sociation. Two years ago this county 
had but one breeder of pure breds. In 
February of this year a program and 
a project committee outlined with the 
state secretary a program for the 
year. The accomplishments of th: 
club have gone way beyond the goal 
set at that time. 

Several of the herds that began 
Tuberculin testing under the ac- 
credited herd plan a year ago, have 
now received their certificates, giving 
them a clean bill of health. The 
Bureau of animal industry is testing 
as fast as their small number of vet- 
erinarians will allow. We have not 
used all of our state appropriation 
as yet but the federal aid is ex- 
hausted. New Jersey has one of the 
most thorough men iu the work m 
Dr. J. H. McNeil, our Chief of The 
Bureau of Animal Industrv. 

Mr. A. N. Crissey, Secretary of the 
South Jersey Club has _ recently 
started editing a Holstein monthly 
publication for the members of his 
local. Mr. Crissey has had experience 
in the advertising game and his paper 
is a very creditable publication. 

The request for the appropriation 
to cover the cost of a New Dairy 
Building at the Agricultural College 
has been placed in the College budget 
for 1922 and is now in the hands of 
the Governor. Our Association has 
been very active in furthering this

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Dairymen’s League Takes Epoch-Making Step

HE Dairymen’s League, Inc., will 
cease on March 31, 1922 to act 
as sales agent for the milk of its 
members. Between now and that 
date it is expected that the ranks of 
the Dairymen’s League Co-operative 
Association, Inc., will be greatly in- 
creased by League members, who, for 
reasons of their own, have preferred 
to remain as “non-poolers.” 

The action, which means so much 
for the development of the plan for the 
collective marketing of milk through 
co-operative activities, will be taken 
under the authority of a resolution 
adopted by a unanimous vote at the 
annual stockholders’ meeting of the 
League at Grand View Auditorium, 
Jersey City, on Dec. 13. 

League stockholders have _ haa 
several big and eventful meetings 
since the resolution which emanci- 
pated the cairymen from the yoke of 
the dealers, but they never before 
participated in a greater, more 
enthusiastic or important session. The 
resolution, in the opinion of leaders in 
the production end of the dairy in- 
dustry, was the only logical step thar 
could be taken in the development of 
the economic evolution which followed 
the revolution of 1916. 

The “non-pooler” went to the meet- 
ing prepared to have his say, and he 
had it. Two spokesmen for the League 
members, who had not signed the 
pooling plan, were accorded’ the 
privileges of the platform, and they 
were listened to with an attention on 
the part of the dyed-in-the-wool 
“poolers” that was remarkable. 

When the debate was over, and the 
chairman of the meeting put the very 
important resolution to a vote, not a 
single “non-pooler” raised his voice in 
opposition. It was a splendid illustra- 
tion of a small minority bowing grace- 
fully to the will of a great majority. 

As one of the “non-pooling” dele- 
gates put is after the meeting: “We 
came here to represent the wishes o1 
the people who elected us. We did our 
duty. We were far out numbered. We 
did not vote ‘No’ because we did not 
wish to stay the wheels of progress.” 

John D. Miller, of Susquehanna, Pa., 
vice-president, was in the chair in the 
absence of George W. Slocum of 
Milton, Pa., president, who was absent 
owing to the death of his wife a few 
days before. The first action taken 
by the great gathering was the adop- 
tion of a motion to send Mr. Slocum 
a telegram of sympathy. 

The first evidence that the “non- 
pooler” intended to make himself an 
issue in the deliberations came when 
Vice-President Miller asked each 
district to name a member of the 
Resolutions Committee in conformity 
with a resolution providing that a com- 
mittee of twenty-four should be ap- 
pointed in this manner. 

Two names were proposed from the 
floor by one delegation. One, who had 
received a majority vote of his fellows, 
was a “pooler.” The er was a 
“non-pooler” 


Things began to happen. “Put him 
out!” many delegates from all parts 
of the hall shouted. There were cat- 
calls and “‘boo-es.”’ 

After the appointment of the Reso- 
lutions Committee (and the minority 
pooler from the delegation wasn’t on 
it) there was a call for a vote on a 
motion that the committee “be in- 
structed to consider all resolutions 
submitted in writing, to reject all not 
pertaining to the business of the meet- 
ing, and to combine resolutions con- 
cerning a _ single subject in such 
manner as to expedite the business of 
this convention.” A mighty shout of 
“Ayes” went up that shook the 
building. The feebleness of the “Nay” 
vote caused much derisive laughter. 
Some non-poolers took exception to the 
ruling of the chair that “the ayes 
have it”, and then a joker in the back 
of the hall sang out: “Give ’em a rising 
vote if they want it.” This suggestion 
tickled the risibilities of everybody 
and Mr. Miller obliged. 

There was a dispute at the reporters’ 
table as to the actual number of “non- 
poolers” who arose in the negative to 
be counted. Several newspapermen 
said that eight stood up and one scribe 
insisted that the count was nine. 

After this test of strength out in the 
open, the meeting hummed along with 
no evidence of friction, except when 
two “non-poolers” by the grace of the 
meeting took the platform to protest 
against the Dairymen’s League Co- 
operative Association plan for the 
collective marketing of milk. The 
spokesmen for the non-pooling element 
were Willard Pratt, a Utica Iawyer, 
who is counsel for the Non-Pooling 
Dairymen’s League Cooperative Organ- 
ization, and H. B. Sweet, a member of 
the Utica non-poolers’ group. 

Mr. Pratt did not take quite all the 

fifteen minutes allotted to him. He 
said among other things he wanted 
to see “the control of the officers and 
managers by the members rather than 
the members in control of the officers.” 
He insisted that more control should 
be given to local organizations. He 
declared that the only successful co- 
operative association is that of the 
California fruit growers and demanded 
that the Dairymen’s League Co- 
operative Association should have the 
same kind of an organization. 
_ As soon as Chairman Miller had a 
chance to answer Mr. Pratt, he said: 
“If the gentlemen had taken the 
trouble to read our pooling plan before 
coming to this meetin he would have 
noticed that it is exactly the plan of 
the California fruit growers.” 

In a stirring speech, which was 
frequently interrupted by applause, 
Mr. Miller said that the closing of the 
milk condensaries in October, 1920, 
made it necessary to put the pooling 
plan into operation in order to save the 
dairy industry. 

“If I were going to state a slogan 
for the organized dairymen of this 
territory,” he said, “I would make it 
this: ‘A market for the milk of every 











farmer every day in the R 
price,’ and I would cumple ote 
a one. ‘A quart of milk for inne 
city consumer eve 

a fair price.’” sd ad of the year at 

President Slocum’s annual 
which was a comprehensive rey 
the pooling operations for the 
seven months (the plan was 5 
on May 1, 1921) was read by 
Smith, a member of the exec 
committee. 

“At last you men have ta 
places alongside of other ged 
terests in a big way.” Mr. Slocum 
said in his report. “Yours is a gigantic 
business, the realization of a Vision 
conceived in you years ago. Your 
initiative, your stick-to-it-iveness, to- 
gether with your personal sacrifices 
have put you upon the right road to 
achieve your end. When I look back 
over the past few months and see what 
the dairymen have accomplished, | 
realize that historians will marvel at 
our accomplishments. What we have 
done has practically no parallel in 
peace time industrial development. 
Never again can it happen in this 
territory that thousands upon thous- 
ands of our members will have to face 
ruin as they did last winter because 
of the arbitrary closing of hundreds of 
plants. The Co-operative Association 
assures the producer of a regular and 
permanent market for his product and 
as high a price for that product as can 
be obtained from the market.” 

President Slocum pointed out that 
the essential principles o* such a plan 
as the Co-operative Association is 
working under, are: 

“First, the Association must have 
an iron clad contract with the mem- 
bers. 

“Second, it should be a one conm- 
modity organization whereby the in- 
terests of all members will be 
identical. 

“Third, it should be an organization 
built around a commodity, rather than 
the locality. 

“Fourth, the Association must pool 
the proceeds of all sales with equit- 
able deductions. 

“Fifth, central control. 

“Sixth, available at all times suffi- 
cient working capital and reserve to 
be created by equal and equitable de- 
ductions. 

“Seventh, hired expert manage- 
ment. When a business requires 
special talent, it has to buy it, and so 
with farmers.” 

The President’s report also showed 
these important results of the opera- 
tion of the “pooling plan:” 

On April 1, 1921 the Association 
was operating 24 plants, handling 
485,602 pounds of milk a day at the 
high point of production. In October, 
it was operating 76 plants, handling 
1,656,045 pounds at the high point of 
production. 

During the one month of October 
the value of the sales of the Associa- 
tion was $6,179,078.65. During the en-

During May, the first month of 
operation, there were received by pro- 
ducers 7 cents more per hundred 
pounds for all milk in the territory 
than were received by. producers in 
all other organized territories east of 
the Rocky Mountains. During June 
14 cents per 100 pounds less was re- 
ceived, and during July 5 cents more; 
the difference then jumped to 21 
cents more in August, 52 cents more 
in September, 65 cents more in 
October, and 58 cents more in Novem- 
ber. or a weighted average of 23 cents 
per hundred pounds more during the 
seven months of operation. 

Milo D. Campbell, president of the 
National Milk Producers’ Federation, 
delivered a strong address in which he 
said: 

“The Farmers want from Washing- 
ton the right to cooperate in the sale 
ef our products, and we'll never ac- 
cept a gold brick for an answer. 

“We want bogus milk driven from 
the land, not alone because it 
threatens to destroy our greatest and 
most important industry, but because 
it threatens to undermine the health 
and growth of our children, through 
fraud and deception. 

“We want a tariff upon farm pro- 
ducts that will afford us the same de- 
gree of protection that is afforded the 
manufacture of other products. 

The resolution terminating the 
League as a sales agency on March 
31, 1922, read in part as follows: 

WHEREAS, it is the opinion of the 


stockholders of said Dairymen’s League, 
Inc., assembled at its annual meeting 
that said Dairymen’s League Co-Opera- 
tive Association, Inc., is better able to 
serve the stockholders of this corporation 
in the sale of milk of stockholders and 
that under existing conditions said 
Dairymen’s League, Inc., should ter- 
minate its sales agency for milk of its 
stockholders, therefore be it, 


RESOLVED, that we, the stockholders 
of the Dairymen’s League, Inc., in an- 
nual session convened in Jersey City on 
the 18th day of December 1921, do hereby 
authorize and empower the Board of 
Directors of the Dairymen’s League, Inc., 
to serve a notice in writing on each 
stockholder of said Dairymen’s League, 
Ine., that said Dairymen’s League, Inc., 
elects to terminate the sales agency of 
said corporation by the individual stock- 
holders of said Dairymen’s League, Inc., 
authorizing said Dairymen’s League. 
Inc., to sell milk produced by them and 
agreeing to consign such milk to said 
association for sale, such notice to be 
served before the 1st day of March, 1922 
and such sales agency to terminate on

RESOLVED, that the Board of Direct- 
ors be and it is hereby empowered to do 
all things which it may deem necessary 
and advisable, in order to carry out the 
purpose of the foregoing resolution. 


The delegates by a unanimous vote 
adopted resolutions requesting favor- 
able action by Congress of the Voigt 
Filled Milk bill; urging state legisla-

National Dairy Ass’n Annual Meeting 





The Annual Meeting of the Board 
of Directors of the National Dairy 
Association was held in Chicago on 
Thursday evening, December 1st, and 
the member’s Annual Meeting was 
held on Friday, December 2nd, in ac- 
cordance with calls issued. 

The new Board of Directors held its 
first meeting immediately following 
the close of the members’ meeting on 
the afternoon of the 2nd, at which 
time officers for the ensuing year 
were elected as follows: 

H. E. VanNorman, President; G. Wat- 
son French, Vice-President; J. A. 
Walker, Vice-President and Treasurer; 
W. E. Skinner, Secretary and General 
Manager. 

The Executive Committee for the 
year was named by the President as 
follows: J. K. Dering, W. W. Marsh, 
Chas. L. Hill, M. D. Munn, Hugh G. 
Van Pelt, J. D. Hollowell, Walter mw. 
Cherry (with President and two Vice- 
Presidents ex-officio members.) 

This Annual Meeting was one of 
the most interesting held by your As- 
sociation. As the proceedings of all 
of the meetings were rather lengthy, 
we give only a digest of events and 
inclose a copy of the balance sheet 
showing’ the financial condition of 
your organization as presented at the 
meetings. 

The Committee named at the last 
annual meeting to consider the matter 
of increasing the number of directors 
made a report recommending that the 
number of directors be raised from 
twenty-seven to thirty-three in order 
to give more even representation to 
the various branches of the industry 
and to keep pace with the increasing 
membership.

At the Directors’ meeting on Thurs- 
day evening President Van Norman 
presided and there were seventeen 
directors present. The minutes of the 
last annual meeting were read and 
approved. Two committees named at 
the 1920 meeting reported in favor 
of the increase in directorate, and 
progress in matters concerning the 
World’s Dairy Congress which is to 
be held in this country in 1923. The 
Secretary’s report showed attendance 
at this year’s Show as being 100 per 
cent from the industry, the shortage 
of gate receipts being due to lack of 
city attendance because business in- 
terests of the Twin Cities failed to get 
the support of their people to back 
their promises of attendance. This 
they promise to do, backed by a guar- 
antee, if we go back next year. 

Provision for making classes in the 
Show for calves owned by boys and 
girls in Calf Clubs was adopted and 
a committee appointed to work out 
details. The matter of increasing 
grade cattle exhibits was approved 
and the manager was requested to de- 
velop more activity in this direction 
through the Cattle Clubs. The matter 
of reducing group exhibits and cut- 
ting out junior calves, and developing 
futurity classes in the Show, was dis- 
cussed and referred to a re-classifi- 
cation committee to be appointed to 
review all cattle classes. The pure

Editor World: 

For the purpose of having what . 
trust will be a friendly discussion, | 
am calling the attention of our mem- 
bership, to a proposed amendment, 
which I expect to offer at the next 
annual meeting. 

I propose to amend our by-laws to 
provide that application for registry 
of all pure bred animals shall be made 
not less than 60 days after birth. 
That the application may then pend. 
in the case of females for six months, 
and males for 12 months. 

The object of this amendment is 
to tighten up as much as possible so 
as to keep our blood lines pure. 

There are many breeders, who keep 
both pure breds and grades, calves 
are born from both kinds, and of 
course there are times when these 
calves die, and in some cases it is 
the purebred, and I am sorry to say 
that the temptation to substitute the 
grade for the pure bred is a little too 
much for some men. 

Should my amendment carry, we 
would have on file at the secretary’s 
office a sketch of the animal, made 
within 60 days after birth, and while 
it would not cure the evil, I think }. 
would be a step in the right directious 
Perhaps the time should be made 30 
days, this we can find out by a fail 
discussion. 

There is another matter that should 
be discussed before the next meeting, 
namely—the question of assistance by 
the National Association, financially, 
to the State Associations.

markable daughters. Mr. Owens 
gained his skill as a feeder as a young 
man in Ireland and England. He be- 
lieves that every cow is a law unto 
herself and that the successful feeder 
is the man who studies the individual 
likes and dislikes and requirements 
of every one of them and determines 
his procedure accordingly. He came 
from England twelve years ago and 
since that time has been engaged in 
the dairy business near Seattle and 
in Alaska with marked success. He 
started out to be a Guernsey breeder 
and paid $1250 for a purebred sire of 
this breed to use on his grades. The 
wisdom of using a bull of the highest 
class for grading up purposes is 
shown by Mr. Owens’ experience as 
in six years he sold $11000 worth of 
grade Guernseys by this sire. After 
such a start with Guernseys, I asked 
him how he ever happened to switch 
over to the Holstein breed.

Colorado Associations 


The high cow in the four Colorade 
‘Sjow Testing Associations for the 
month of October was Rose Chiron 
Korndyke, owned by M. L. Harper of 
Boulder, Colorado. Her production was 
75.5 lbs. of butterfat from 1953 lbs. of 
milk. 

The high herd for Cow Testing As- 
sociation work in the state was owned 
by Ray Gilbert of Lamar, Colo. Their 
average was 58.6 Ibs. of fat from 1523 
Ibs. of milk. 

In three years work, in the 
Arkansas Valley Cow Testing Associa- 
* tion, the average production of the 
cows has been raised from 216 to 245 
lbs. of fat and from 6100 to 7000 Ibs. 
of milk. The average profit abuve 
feed cost has been raised from $59.53 
to $109.

NEW JERSEY STATE HOSPITAL 
HERD CUTS LOOSE 


The October report of the Mercer 
County, N. J.. Cow Testing Associa- 
tion shows 341 cows tested, of which 
49 produced above 40 pounds of but- 
terfat and 17 were above the 50 
pound mark. Apparently they have 
some real dairy cows in Mercer 
County. 

The outstanding feature of this 
report is the prominence of the New 
Jersey State Hospital herd at Trenton, 
of which Warden S. T. Atchley is 
superintendent. Of the 17 cows 
producing more than 50 pounds of fat, 
11 are in the State Hospital herd ana 
what is more they hold the first 
seven places for production of individ- 
ual cows. Cow No. 314, a grade Hol- 
stein, tops the list with 62.1 pounds 
fat. The State Hospital herd also leads 
the association for herd average with 
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an average production of 1051 pounds 
milk and 35.4 pounds fat and this is 
for a herd of over 70 milking cows. 
The herd consists of high grade Hol- 
steins with a few registered cows. 
The fine showing of this herd is cer- 
tainly convincing demonstration of 
what can be accomplished by efficient 
herd management, judicious buying of 
cows and the use of high class bulls 
as practiced by Mr. Atchley. 

At a field meeting of the local Hol- 
stein Association at the State Hospital 
farm this summer Mr. Atchley gave 
a review of the past accomplishments 
of the herd and of their plans for the 
future. He stated that their first con- 
sideration was the production of the 
most amount of milk possible for the 
least possible cost and that the dairy 
herd should stand as a demonstration 
to the farmers of New Jersey as the 
best practical methods in dairy herd 
management. He stated that they aim 
to keep no cows which will not pro- 
duce at least 10,000 pounds of milk 
in a year. They have not quite reach- 
ed this goal but they are rapidly ap- 
proaching it. 

Mr. Atchley is a booster for the 
cow testing association and for con- 
tinuing with it year after year for by 
so doing one gets cumulative results 
that are invaluable. He said that 


only by keeping records and using 
high class bulls can a. farmer ever 
hope to improve his herd. Mr. Atch- 


ley has the vision and practical un-
